This Generation is the InfeCtion of the Aire, 
(of the Body) Now if the Body be infeéted 
by the fame, it fuffersa Trembling ; for fince 
the Airé bares not Putrefactions in it felt, un- 
lefsit attempt an Egrefs, by the motion of the 
Body. (as of the Earth) 

Therefore all Trimbling is from Putridnefs, 
and the motion it felf by infe€tion of the Aire.
